second large shipment this mo'nlh of 
gold and securities from London to 
Xcw York passed through here today 
on a special train. It was said here 
that it consisted of bonds to the value 
of $25,000.000 and $19.000.000 !n gold. 


The gold and securities are being 


forwarded to strengthen British credit 
in this country and to arrest the de- 
cline in value of the British pound 
sterling. 
They were loaded onto tho 


train at Halifax, where, it was under- 
stood, they had arrived oh a British 
battleship guarded by a convoy of 
smaller craft.

press cars, a diner and coach and was
